On the side of the Janse- 
nists in this controversy was the learned 
and pious Blaize Paschal, whose talents 
and acquirements were of the first order. 
He published his “ Letters from a Pro- 
vincial to one of his friends and the rev- 
erend fathers, the Jesuits,” under the fic- 
titious name of Louis de Montalte. In 
this book he exposed to the world the 
character of the fraternity, their false 
morality, iniquity and duplicity,in strains 
of wit so lively and satire so keen, and in 
language at once so pure, simple and el- 
ecant, that it excited universal admira- 
tion for the talents of the writer, and in- 
dignation againstthe Jesuits. They felt 
the blow severly, but their most anxious 
and industrious search could not discov- 
er the hand that gave it. Victory inthe 
publick opinion was decidedly for the 
Jansenists. The Jesuits, unable to find 
the desired object on which their rage 
might light, were obliged to content 
themselves with venting it against they 
knew not who. They published answers 
to the Letters, but they were badly writ- 
ten, and but the gross effusions of Jesu- 
itical wrath ; equally despised and ab- 
horred with their authors, while the Let- 
ters were a constant source of diversion 
| and instruction for the whole French na- 
tion. The Jesuits however, found a day 
for retribution upon the Jansenists of Port 
Royal. ‘They were directed to this 
| malicious exploit by Le Tellier, a man 
of a ferocious disposition, hated and fear- 
ed even by themselves. They razed Port 
Royal to the foundations,and among their 
other savage acts, dug from the graves 
the corpses which had long been interred 
| there. Inthe commission of there enor- 
| meties, the Jesuits themselves trembled, 
} and confessed that “the stones of Port 
| Royal were failing upon their heads to 
crush them.” It was true :—this pro-

In Duaterra’s store rooms were de- 
posited rum, tea, sugar, flour,clicese,and 
two chests of European raiment.

In many 
little fenced plots of land at Ranghee 
Hoo, and other places, we discovered 
severa: hogs feeding. Pork.s very plen- 
tiful. An axe ora good piece of iron 
will purchase one, and sometumes two, 
good sized pigs. The soil is very good 
near Tippvonah,not withstanding the hil- 
ly nature of the country.. The cultiva- 
ted land produces potatoes, tabbages, 
turnips, Carrots, onions, &c. The parts 
which are not cultivated are generally 
covered with fern. 

On the Sunday after our arrival in the 
afternoon the weather was fine, and I and 
Mr. Hall paid a second visit toour friends 
atthe Hipwah. ‘They wished to trade 
with us, but we told them it was a sacred 
day. Six days men were allowed to 
work, and every seventh day was ap- 
pointed as a day of rest from labour, and 
of worship to Atua, or the Supreme Be- 
ing.

At length we came to Dua- 
terra’s farm. Ja an enclosure he had 
sown some wheat, which was already 
five on six inches aboxe the gryapd 5 and; 
his people were busily employed in 
clearing more land, on which he inten- 
ded to plant potatoes, and to sow two 
bushels of wheat which we had presen- 
ted to him by desire of Mr. Marsden. 
Duaterra is chief over the people of 
four districts. His territory is extensive. 
He has 400 fighting men under his com- 
mand; a friend of hisy whose name is 
Way, has 200; his uncle Kungroha 300, 
and his uncle Shunghee 600. Shunghee 
isa warrior, but of a very mild disposi- 
tion, and with little appearance of the 
savage. Heis chief over the people of 
seventeen places, is of a very ingenious 
turn, and anxiows to learn the European 
Arts. He shewed us a musket which 
had been stocked and mounted by his 
own hands: it does him much credit, as 
he had no man to instruct him, He has 
several muskets in his possession. The 
native’ procure these destructive weap- 


sels which touch upon the coast. 

June 15,1814.—-We were. soon visited 
by the aged Chief Terra, with his wife 
and one attendant. I presented to him 
a letter from Mr.Marsden,nearly-similar 
to the one which [ had delivered to Du- 
Terra requested the Captain to 
take the vessel near to Korrorahrekka, 
his residence, on the other side of the 
Bay of Islands, about ten miles distant 
from Tippoonah. This was done, and 
presently a number of canots came a- 
longside. [accompanied Terra and his 
party tothe shore. In return for the 
kind treatment which they had received 
on board, I was presented with five bask- 
ets of potatoes. We met with the same 
friendiy reception here, as at other pla- 
ces. We. observed the natives at their 
daily work.. Ong day Terra and about 
forty others (men and women) were very 
busy in preparing an allotment of land 
for potatoes, for the ensuing year. Some 
of the natives were digging the soil ; 
others clearing it of roots and rubbish, 
which they placed upon heaps ; and oth- 
ers were burning the heaps. Terra ap- 
pears to be near seventy years of age. 
He presides over the people of seventeen

| REPORT OF THE GENERAL ASSOCIATION | 
OF CONNECTICUT. 
[ Continued from page 110.) 


The General Association are anima- 
ted by the informatian received from the 


the Presbyterian Church. Many sec- 
tions of this extensive portion of God’s 
Zion have been copiously watered with 
showers of divine grace, in the course of 
the last year. Among the happy effects 
of these numerous and highly encoura- 
gine revivals, are a visible decrease of 
infidelity and immorality ; numerous ad- 
ditions to the communion of the church ; 
an important increase of charitable and 
religious associations; anda ytowing 
zeal to supply the destitute with the 
word of life, and extend the means of 
salvation to the millions who are ready 
to perish. The call for Missionary la- 
bors is louder than on preceding years ; 
and itis peculiarly gratifying that God 
seems to be providing to meet this exi- 
gence, by imparting new missionary ar- 
dor, especially to a number of young 
ministers, and by disposing many prom- 
ising youth to set their faces towards the 
holy ministry. 

_Although precluded from direct infor- 
mation from the General Association of 
Massachusetts Proper, by the failure of 
the attendance of the delegation from 
that body, we have indirectly learned 
that “ animating revivals of religion, 
have blessed many of the congregations 
in the counties of Hampshire, Hamden 
and Berkshire, and in other parts of the 
State, which have introduced hundreds 
into the bosom of the Christian church. 
The Theological Institution at Andover 
is stated to be in a flourishing condition : 
and a society has been lately formed in 
that State, which promises to afford ef- 
ficient aid to pious and indigent young 
men, whose hearts God has inclined to 
the Gospel Ministry.” 

The report from the General Associ- 
ation of New Hampshire, while it evin- 
ces that extensive portions of that State, 
are destitute of religious instruction, and 
that various species of error and immo- 
rality are, to a considerable degree, pre- 
valent, exhibits much to encourage the 
hopes. and gladden the hearts of the 
friends of Zion. The number of faith- 
ful ministers of the everlasting gospel is 
gradually increasing. Two missionary 
Societies, with very respectable resour- 
ces, are making vigorous exertions to 
advance the interest of truth and holi- 
ness. Cent Societies are very gene- 
rally established, and they produce a 
large revenue for pious and charitable } 
objects; and an institution, formed 
for the purpose of aiding indigent 
and pious youth in obtaining an éduca- 
tion for the Christian Ministry, has un- 
der its patronage an encouraging num- 
ber of such characters, who are prepar- 
ing for the service of God in the gospel 
of his Son.—Several towns have been 
mercifully visited with the special effu- 
sion of ‘the Divine Spirit, and in each, 
many have been quickened and made a- 
live toGod. In various places,especial- 
ly in the southeastern section of the 
State, which has long presented a scene 
of moral and religious pm ie, 
es are reviving, ministers have es- 
tablished, the means of grace are enjoy- 
vention of Vermont, although many 
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unpropitious, there are others which fur- 
nish ground for encouragement andhope, 
_and call for gratitude and joy. W 
very many churches a deplorable de- 
' gree of lukewarmness and religious 
| Ipsensibilifp is witnessed, and in.alarge 
proportion of the congregationsin the 
State, a spirit of slumbet is apparent.— 
Several places have been visited in mer- 
cy and numbers have,in each, been turn- 
ed from the world to God.’ While the 
number of ministers is diminishing,those 
who reriiain, with scarcely an exception, 
are sound in their principles, and. labori- 
ous and faithful in their endeavors to ad- 
vance the interests of pure. and andefiled~ 
religion.

It 
isto be lamented that inattention to the 
great concerns of the soul prevails in 
many places,and we are grieved thatany 
of our churches should remain unmoved 
in this day of God’s merciful visitation, 
Oh, how injurious would it be to their 
own souls, and to the souls of others, 
should they be passed by without partici- 
pating in this season of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord!

Charitable institutions multiply; the . 
pudlic spirit of benevolence increases ; 
the waste places are building up; Chris

Ob the contrary, they appear 
more pleased on obtaining the whole of 
the saceed yolume ; and prize it more 
from its being neatly and correctly print- 
ed; acireumstance which has contribu- 
ted to enhance the estimation of the Bi- 
ble itself. From the superior beauty of 
the type and paper, the editions of the 
Hritish and Foreign Bible Society have 
been im greatest request; and it may not 
Be unworthy of the attention of Bible So- 
cicties, to print neat editions of the Bi- 
bic, in order to promote its more gener- 
al circulation. 

It has now been ascertained that the 
Catholics of this State have received and 
rea the Scriptures, in a manner that has 
surpassed the general expectation which 
had been formed, and so as to amply 
compensate the benevolent exertions of 
those who have spent their time or mon- 
ey to promote this object. 

‘Lhe Bibie, as the New-Testament last 
year, has been introduced and read in the 
schools generally, notonly in this city, 
but in different parts of the State.

_ The institution of Bible Societies has 
becn to many of the French inhabitants a 
matter of much admiration; it is with 
difficulty they can comprehend the plan 
and design of gratuitously distributing 
the Bible : and with astonishment they 
hear of the sums of money that have been 
raised in Europe and America for this 
purpose. 

The Catholics, even the strictest of 
them, are willing, with scarce an excep- 
tion, to réccive and read the Bible, and 
never think of any objection to it until in- 
formed by a priest. Notwithstanding 
two parish priests, in two parishes, have 
opposed the circulation of the Bible a- 
mong their parishioners, it does not ap- 
pear to have any influence over them, 
far they still apply for the Bible and read 
it. One parish priest preached to his 
congregation against the evil of reading 
the Bibles, and New-Testaments, that 
had heen sent up for distribution among 
them ; and exhorted them, if they wouid 
esca pe from heresy, to have nothing to 
do with such books. Buthis pavishion- 
ers, instead of complying with his ad- 
vice, only became more anxious and wil- 
ling to read the Bible; ‘and, in conse- 
quence of it, a very considerable number 
of Bibles was immediately distributed — 

"Fhe conduct of this parish priest has 
been condemned, however, by one of his

€stimation at New-Orleans.

ASYLUM FOR THE DEAF AND 
- DUMB. 





[We had occasion to notice several weeks 


since the formation of « society in Connecticut 
for education of the Deaf and Dumb. Mr. 


Thomas H. Gallaudett, a gentleman of very | 


distinguished talents, and who was for some 
time tutor in the College at New-Haven, is now 
in Europe visiting the Deaf and Dumb Institu- 
tions of France and Great-Britain, for the pur- 
pose of acquainting himself with the method 
of instruction. After be has become sufficient- 
ly acquainted with the system, he will return te 
this country, and superintend the Connecticut 
Asylum. 
are about 100 Deaf and Dumb persons in Con- 
necticut. The Asylum is to be established at 
Hartford. 

[ We have inserted below several very inter- 
esting statements taken from the Report of the 
Edinburg Institution for the education of Deaf 
and Dumb children.

1815, in the city of Edinburg, } 


The report of the Committee having 
been read by the Secretary, it was resol- 
yed unanimously, onthe motion of Hay 
Donaxpson, Esq. that the report be re- 
ceived, adopted, and printed. 

He observed, that although this Socie- 
ty had already enjoyed a measure of pub- 
lic liberality, which exceeded the bopes 
even of the most sanguine friends, it still 
presumed to look to the public, for the 
means of farther «xtending its useful- 
ness. For this purpose, he said, it was 
only mecessary, that the objects of the 
Institttion, and the means and the suc- 
cess with. which they bad been prose- 
~ guted, should be generally known. 

Its object is, to remedy one of the 
most calamitous and affecting imperfec- 
tions, to which buman nature is liable ; 
to withdraw that veil, by which many of 
the finest minds, and the most, powerful 
understandings, have been rendered in- 
accessible to the lights of truth and rea- 
gon, and to the biessed light of religion ; 
to restore these interesting objects to all 
the enjoyments, and all the usefulness of 
social intercourse, and to opento their 
view those higher anticipations of happi- 
hess, which are not destined to receive 
their compiction in this state of existence. 

Of the success with which these ob- 
jects have been prosecuted, the Direct- 
ors.of the Socicty are desivous that the 
public should judge for themscives. ‘In 
‘ ordinary business of the school,’ said be, 
* and in public exhibitions Jike that which 
‘now awaits us, you can discover the 
‘ progress which these unfortunate per- 
‘sons have made, in every branch of use- 
‘fulknowledge; and, though you cannot 
‘sec their hearts, you can trace in their 
‘ expressive countenances, those emo- 
‘ tions of gratiwde and delight, which ac- 
* company and reward the first. excrcis- 
‘es of their newly discovered faculties.’

es, in their schools, and in their public 
councils. The progress of their child- 
ren in their schools, has been as great as” 
that of any other children, in acquiring 


, the knowledge of letters and of figures. 


Nature has given them the finest 
forms ; and can we presume that God has 
withheld from them correspondent intel- 
lectual powers of mind. Noman who 
has had public business to transact with 
them; can have a doubt of the capacity 
of their minds. ‘Their hospitality in 
their houses is every where acknowl- 
edged ; their bravery in the field is also 
acknowledged by those who acted with 
them in the late war against the hostile 
Creeks. It willbe acknowledged, that 
where hospitality and bravery reside, 
they are not solitary virtues. 

If a statuary should want models for 
the human figure, he will find the most 
perfect amongst the southern Indian 
tribes south of thé Ohio river. About 
one half ofthe Cherokee nation are of 
mixed blood by intermarriages with the 
white people. Many of these are as 
white as any of our citizens. There are 
some of th= aboriginal Cherokees, who 
have never used any particular care to 
guard their faces from the action of the 
sun, who have good complexions. 

I have frequently attended at the 
schools for the instruction of the Indian 
children—seen them by classes go thro’ 
their exercises.
